fhe immerialists are making nilitary as well as political preparations for 
war, and hiv~ established army, navy and aix bases in all the capitalistic 


countries. The political preparations include the indictment against the twelve 


Leaders of the Communist Party in the United States, trials apainst French 
Commuriist leaders, the anti-Communist declaration of the Borota Conference, 
ancl the outlawing of the Commmist Parties in Chile, Sragzil, and Peru, With. 
the sieine of the Atlantic Pact, war may begin at any moment, The govern-. 
ments of Latin America, through the signing of the pacts of Rio de Janeiro and 
Derota, are obliga’ te sid the Yankees. In Colombia there is a J. S. military 
wiseion which has imposed standardization of arms and even uniforms; the 
Unite? states holds military bases throughout the country and is building 
secret air bases; on the vretext of otudring the Atrato Canal nroject, 
preparations are being made for J. S. mil itary occupation of the Senartment 

of the Choco; and Cartagena has been visited by five thousand Yankee sailors 
ae a prelude to what will come in the future. 


Despite ali these prenarations by the inperialists, war ean be averted if the 
Sormunists are able to mobilize those who wish peace, The question of fiphting 
for neace rust occuvy the most prominent place in the Commmist program, which 
must be carried to the masses. The fight for peace must be clos oly linked with 
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Ging strugele to recover the rights of the people, agsinst the high cost of
